480 is correct, and I gladly admit my error and am happy to be corrected. Nutmeg mannikin adults do 
look the same. I did not know this. (In my bamboo I saw plain brown mannikins begging for food from 
another plain brown mannikin and just assumed it was a female adult. I was wrong. Thank you, 480.) 

Nutmeg mannikin adult birds are not "sexually dimorphic," i.e., they are not different in appearance. 
Like our local Scrub jays, crows and mockingbirds, the adults are the same in their plumage. 

455: As for the type of seed to put into feeders, I noticed "my" mannikins were gobbling up the proso 
millet. This is a small white millet, and I purchase it at Island Seed & Feed. You can buy it in bulk, as 
little or as much as you like. 

Most birds will love Black Oil sunflower seed. But beware of starting up bird feeding as a hobby. It is 
not an inexpensive venture. 

601 P has made a good point re: non-natives. Although from what I have read, the Nutmeg mannikins 
have been here in Southern CA/Orange County since 1988, in Hawaii since 1883 and in Puerto Rico 
since 1971. 

There is now another introduced species, the Pin-tailed whydah, which is a brood parasite. This 
means the whydah likes to lay its eggs in other birds' nests and let those unsuspecting, hapless 
"parents" raise the whydah's babies. 

Apparently, in some twisted sort of "fair play" way, the whydah likes to lay its eggs in the nests of — 
wait for it — Nutmeg mannikins. Some sort of population control? 

Check out images of Pin-tailed whydahs online. They are pretty spectacular looking birds themselves. 
The circle of nature and life.

Justice Scalia Explains What Was Wrong With The Ferguson Grand Jury 

Justice Antonin Scalia, in the 1992 Supreme Court case of United States v. Williams, explained what 
the role of a grand jury has been for hundreds of years. 

It is the grand jury's function not 'to enquire ... upon what foundation [the charge may be] denied,' or 
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otherwise to try the suspect's defenses, but only to examine 'upon what foundation [the charge] is 
made' by the prosecutor. Respublica v. Shaffer, 1 Dall. 236 (O. T. Phila. 1788); see also F. Wharton, 
Criminal Pleading and Practice § 360, pp. 248-249 (8th ed. 1880). As a consequence, neither in this 
country nor in England has the suspect under investigation by the grand jury ever been thought to 
have a right to testify or to have exculpatory evidence presented. 

As Justice Scalia explained the evidence to support these "complete defenses," including Wilson's 
testimony, was only included by McCulloch by ignoring how grand juries historically work. 

There were several eyewitness accounts that strongly suggested Wilson did not act in self-defense. 
McCulloch could have, and his critics say should have, presented that evidence to the grand jury and 
likely returned an indictment in days, not months. It's a low bar, which is why virtually all grand juries 
return indictments. 

But McCulloch chose a different path.
